MAGNITUDE OF GER 


MAN MOVEMENT HAS 


NO PARALLEL 


INVOLVING ENTIRE ARMY 


Importance of Results to 


Russia and Her Western 
Allies Cannot Be Over 
Estimated—Italians Claim 
Victory But No Activity 
Reported From Other 
Military Fields.

London, July 27.—The magnitude 


of the German enveloping movement 
in the eastern held now is absorbing 
the attention of the British otticials 
and public. The latest reports show 
that General von Buelow's 
30,000 


cavalry have turned southward from 
Riga and are within eighty miles of 
the railway 
connecting 
Petrograd 


with Warsaw. 


In this way the northern German 


line is closing in on the main north- 
ern railway artery to the Polish cap- 
ital, while the southern army simi- 
larly is apporaching the mam south- 
ern, artery running to Odessa. 


The Times declares human history 


can show no parallel to the tremen- 
dous extent of this enveloping move- 
ment, which it says, involves results 
to Rus&ia and the 
western 
allies 


comparing with Russia's 
resistance 


to a Mongol invasion 


The Times believes the operations 


are a real danger not alone to War- 
saw, but to the whole system of rail- 
way defenses of wh'°\iflfi plfv 
the center, and that it now is appa- 
rent that the Germans are planning 
to envelope the entire Russian army 
in 
this 
region 
The 
newspaper 


points out that the fall of Warsaw 
will have a grave significance 
for 


the West as it will mean that Rus- 
sia's power to resume a successful 
offensive will have been indefinitely 
postponed, and that 
the 
principal 


bases for offensive operations wil, 
be in the hands of Germany. 


Today's Petrograd official 
state- 


ment saying the Germans have been 
thrown back at one point of the Nar- 
ew river, brings some relief to Lon- 
don as the militaiy observers here 
hold that the final results 
depend 


largely upon Russia prolonging her 
resistance until climatic conditions 
in that country interpose a barrier to 
the full realization of the German 
plan.

Haitian Revolution Breaks; 
D President's Palace Attacked; 


Rebels Control Capital City 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Port Au Prince, Haiti, July 27.— 


The revolutionary movement against 
the government of President Guill- 
aum broke out in this city at day- 
break today. 


Rebellious troops of the govern- 


ment attacked the presidential pal- 
ace at 4 o'clock and continued firing 
upon it for two hours. There were 
a number of casualties. 
j??e^!WWdent Guillaum is in the pal- 


ace resisting the attack of the rebels. 
The building itself is in flames. 


The president has with him a few 


loyal troops. Supported also by his 
personal staff, he is making a cour- 
ageous defense. 
Included among the victims 
of 


this attack on the presidential resi- 
dence is the chief of police of Port 
Au Prince. 
Rebellious troops ot the 
govern- 


ment attacked the palace at 4 o'clock 
and continued flrlng upon it for two 
hours. 
The president was support- 


ed by a few loyal troops and 
the 


members of his personal staff. Gen- 
eral Oscar, governor of Port An 
Prince continued his residence at the 
palace after Guillaum had left, but 
his situation soon became untenable 
and he was obliged to take refuge 
in the Dominican legation. 


Including among the victims of the 


attack on the presidential residence 
wa» the chief of police of Port Au 
Prince. 


At 10:30 the rifle firing was about 


over and officials and citizens went 
out upon the streets to take stock of 
the damage in lives and property. 


The movement was started by a 


regiment of soldiers who had been 
disbanded by President Guillaum and 
who resented this treatment. 


The town is virtually in possession 


of the revolutionists, and at the time 
of the filing of this dispatch, 
20 


minutes past nine in the morning 
brisk rifle firing was still going on 


The members of the 
family of 


President Guillaum have taken ref- 
uge in the French legation.

has been a reign of terror in Port 
Au Prince for the last ten days.

the first open investigation into the capsizing of. the steamer Eastland 
started today. At the same time investigations were being conducted by 
the state srand jury, the federal authorities and the city council, while 
the state public utilities commission issued an announcement that ifi 
would not conduct an investigation as it planned, the reason being gtvenj 
that the matter was fully covered by other investigafc>rs. 


Secretary of Commerce William C. Redfield arrived today and took nfl 


what he promised would be a thorough inquiry. 


A short time later attorneys from the United States district attorney'^ 


office visited all the men held in custody as witnesses and obtained state* 
ments from them, at the same time subpoenaing them to appear beforq 
the federal grand jury which meets Thursday. 


Secretary Redfield, upon arrival, said he welcomed the most searching] 


investigation possible and that if an inspector were at fault, no on,e w«q 
more interested hi it than he. 


State's Attorney Hoyne also was active in his investigation. Both thd 


federal authorities and the police co-operated with him today. 


Mr. Hojne said he nat> confident the boat was overloaded. 
"Prom all accounts there were scores of children on the boat, onljj 


part of whom can be accounted for by the ticket stubs," he said. 


The funerals of the victims continued to be held today although thq 


great majority will be buried tomorrow. 


The work of searching the river and the Eastland's hull for bodies con* 


tinned with unabated energy today.

Kitchener Visited Army In 


France Showing Particular 


Interest In the Fortifications 


(Associated Press Correspondence.) 
British Headquarters, 
France, July 


10—An otherwise dull week at the 
British, front has been relieved by the 
visit of Field Marshal Lord 
Kitch- 


ener, which is the more interesting 
because it was the first time he has 
been in the area held by the Br'tish 
troops. His previous trips to France 
have been for conferences at General 
JofEre's headquarters. 


Probably not one of a hundred sol- 


diers saw him. The army went on 
with its work; he saw it work and 
chose what he wished to see. 


Other 
distinguished 
visitors 
had 


programs laid out for 
them but he 


laid out his own, which was a revela- 
tion of energy and precision in 
the 


amount of ground covered. The only 
ceremonious affair was a parade of 
Indian cavalry which he briefly re- 
viewed. As there Is no speed limit on 
the main roads in the military xone, 
he was not long in going from point 
to point. 
When he left the car to 


go to on foot the officers conducting 
him found it took a good pedestrian 
to keep up. 


Kitchener showed particular inter- 


est in the trenches, fortifications and 
all the conditions actually '•elating to 
the real fighting. It was a ticklish 
moment for his aide and the officers in 
command of that section when he 
went to Ypres which is still 
dally 


subjected to Intermittent shelling It 
is certain that if the Germans had 
known of his presence they 
wouU 


have given more than a salute of sev- 
enteen guns to which the secretary for 
war is entitled. 


The field marshal 
picked his way 


through the former streets, among the 
wreckage, saw a 17-inchr shsll hole in 
the plaza, the remains ot the Cloth 
Hall, and other sights, an impressive 
example of the destructive power of 
modern shell 
fire. 
His conductors 


kept thinking "What If a big explosive 
shell should come and set the prime 
minister of Great Britain and the war 
minister at the same tune." But un- 
usual as it was in Ypres, not a singlq 
shell fell while Kitchener was there. 


It happened while Kitchener wai 


visiting a heavy battery, a character- 
istic of trench, warfare developed on 
the only part of the Hne that baa seen 
any action in this week. At Pilken. 
north, of Ypres, the 
Germans com- 


manded two small hills which gave 
them a punishing advantage over the 
British trenches on their front Tbe 
British determined to try to rectify 
their line and after the usual artillery; 
preparation, they charged and by ri 
free use of bombs, took 250 yards ot 
German trenches, 80 prisoners 
and 


two machine guns. The battery which. 
Kitchener was visiting was called up- 
on to assist in the work of repulsing 
the counter attack to recover lost 
ground, which failed.

a personal examination

tions. 


With the entry of 
the 
cabinet 


member into the case, no less than 
eight separate investigations are in 
progress or contemplated, with the 
situation complicated by a clash be- 
tween State's Attorney Hoyne 
and 


Federal authorities over the posses- 
sion of evidence gathered by the Chi- 
cago police, and which the latter on 
demand turned over to the govern- 
ment agents for presentation to the 
Federal grand jury. 


The county grand jury started its 


hearing at the criminal court build- 
ing and the coroner's jury began the 
taking of testimony at the county 
building. 
United States District At- 


torney Clyne began the calling of 
witnesses for the federal grand jury. 
The harbor and wharves committee 
of the city council began its inves-

Employers' Liability.

workmen's compensation 
law 


makes provision for insurance com- 
panies which wish to write employ- 
ers' liability insurance, was 
made 


£gain today by the state industrial 
commission in a brief filed with State 
Insurance 
Superintendent Taggart. 


The question before the insurance de- 
partment is determination of whether 
three companies which applied for 
authority, shall be given license to 
write employers' liability insurance. 


The industrial 
commission's atti- 


tude as explained in the brief is that 
the compensation law permits only 
three methods by which employers 
may administer compensation other 
than by contributing to the 
state 


fund. 
These are: To pay direct to 


the injured or to dependents of per- 
sons killed tb« amount of compen- 
sation prescribed by the 
industrial 


commission; to pay that compensa- 
tion from a benefit fund maintained 
by individual employers, and to pay 
from a fund maintained mutually by 
a number of employers. The latter 
mutual method has 
not 
yet 
been 


made possible by enactment of suit- 
able legislation, the commission held.

Two agents of the 
department of justice, Clifford Beck- 
ham and E. P. Stone, went through 
the house before the arrival of the 
prisoner to ascertain if there were 
any men other than members of his 
.family, and remained in the room 
with Huerta during his conversation 
with Mrs. Huerta, their daughter and 
Other members of his family. 


Huerta received his wife and chil- 


dren at Fort Bliss upon their arrival 
recently from New York, but this 
.was the first opportunity he had had 
to see them in their new home. The 
deputy" United States marshal, who 
has Huerta in charge at the fort, ac- 
ceded to his request to be permitted 
to make the call, but asked the de- 
partment of justice agents to be pres- 
ent. 


Mrs. 
Huerta made no objection to 


an examination of the house by the 
department agents, who searched it 
before Huerta had left Fort Bliss. 
However, Mrs. Huerta complained to 
her husband and he protested ear- 
nestly to Beckham and Stone, claim- 
ing that the children had been un- 
duly frightened. 


"Shoot me, if you like. 
I am a 


prisoner and you may do what you 
like with me," he said, "but do not 
molest my wife and children." 


The agents asked Huerta to 
be 


more specific as to which child had 
been frightened and how, but he was 
evasive, adding: 


"Really, it was not th-at so much. 


They were frightened, but the entire 
incident has been humiliating to me. 
It has hurt my feelings."
